We hear, however, of 
vertain literary and artistic associatons, 
of pen and pencil clubs, wherein, as in 
England, pictorial, poetic, and plain 
prose. prodycts ape criticised and dis- 
gussed to the mutual edification of 
artists, authors, and hearers. It is said, 
moreover that wsthetios of the true tran: 
scendental sort find entrance into seldct 
art coteries, that speculative thought 
becomes crystalized intaq visible and 
tangible form, and so in the end the arts 
in Dusseldorf may be supposed to yetlect 
even the abnormal phases of the 
national mind, Perhaps at any rate it 
may be conceded that pictures produced 
within the last fifty years indicate that 
the Dusseldorf school has been brought 
into contact with some of the best intel- 
lects of the age, 


Carew, the Irish Sculptor. 


There lately died in London, at the 
patriarchal age of eighty-six, an Irish- 
man of remarkable genius, who de- 
servedly acquired fame in the country 
which he chose as the field of his labors. 
We referto John Edward Carew, a na- 
tive of Tramore, county Waterford, who 


‘asa sculptor, added much to the nation- 


al honors which Irish talent has won for

hood to the present time, I thouglit I 
had repeated the Lord’s Prayer; but I 
never heard it before, never.”’ 

‘ You are right, replied Booth. “ To 
read that prayer as it should be read 
caused me the severest study and labor 
for thirty years, and k am far from be- 
ing gatisied with my rendering of that 
wonderful production.

That prayer itself 
sufficiently illustrates the truth of the 
Bible, and stamps upon it the seal of 
divinity.” ‘‘So great was the effect pro- 
duced,” says our informant, “that con- 
versation was sustained but a short time 
longer, in subdued monosyllables, and 
almost entirely ceased; and soon after, 
at an early hour, the company broke up 
and retired to their seweral homes. with 
sad faces and full hearts.” 


Cities as Types of Ideas. 


A great city, whose image dwells in 
the memory of men, is the type of some 
great idea. Nome represents conquest. 
Faith hovers over the towers of Jeru- 
salem; and Athens embodies art, the 
pre-eminent quality of the antique 
world. In modern ages, commerce has 
created London; while manners, in the 
most comprehensive sense of the word, 
have long found a supreme capital in the 
airy, gay city of the Seine. What art 
was to the ancient world, science is to the 
modern. In the minds of men, the use- 
ful has succeeded to the beautiful; and 
Manchester, fifty years ago a small Lan- 
cashire village, has expanded into a 


ten criticism. reekless, impul- 
sive, “with passions wild and strong,’ 
like Burns, he early fell a victim to un- 
curbed propensities toevil. He passed 
a miserable hand-to-mouth existence on 
earth, lived in a fancy-moulded world of 
his own, broke the heart of a wife he 


quiring fame, and died of excess in early 
manhood. Upon his poor wrecked life, 
society might be more ready than it is 
to drop a tear of pity and forgiveness. 
Admiration, we must all admit, is due 
to his great genius. “ Chambers’ Ency- 
clopwdia"’ ranks Poe among the rarest 
poets of ‘any land or time. The dirge 
for his first love, weird and supernatural 
in its perfeet frenzy of grief, is a bitter 
wail from a remorseful conscience. It 
has scarcely a rival in the language to 
dispute its intense expression of devo- 
tion and sorrow. There is nothing in 
Poe that rings of the wild-wood and 
flowery heather. All is cloud, storm, 
and shipwreck. He seems the incarnate 
demon of destruction and desolation. 
Natural disposition probably moulded, 
quite as much as circumstances, the 
course of these two men. It appears 
hardly possible that they ever could 
have been warm friends. Their fields 
were different, and so were their moral 
natures. Health and morbidness can- 
not assimilate. If long life, pleasant 
social intercourse, well won repute, and

HORRORS! 


FRIGHTFUL A*SASSINATION 
PRIDAW NIGHT. 


A Man and Woman Shot Dend. 


Two Mere Men Wounded—GOne 
Mortally.. 


Terribie Mystery—Coroner’s In- 
quest, kte.. Kic. 


One of the most horrible and awful 
tregedies that it has ever been our lot to 
record, was enacted a few nmoiles from 
this city on Friday night, avout dark, 
at the Old Dickens place, some three 
miles northesxst of Raleigh Springs, and 
about twelve miles from the city, two 
persons—a& man and a woman—being 
murdered outright, and two more being 
serious!y wounded, by a gang of un- 
known assassins, under the mosi myste- 
rious circumstances. 

Col. Tom Dickens, and two men who 
bave been living with him, named 
Green Wilson and Robert Humphries, 
sat down to supper about seven o’clock, 
being waited upon by a colored woman 
named Nancy, formerly a slave of Col. 
Dickenr. While at supper, a tap was 
neard at the door, an@® Humphries ask«d 
who was there. ‘ Lewis,’’ was tie re- 
ply. Huniphriee, thinking that it was a 
farm-hband by that name, got up to 
open the door. As he did so, he was 
confronted by a stranger, a white man, 
who without saying one word shot him 
through the body with a revolver. 
Humphries, after receiving the shot, 
staggered into acorperaud fell. Simul- 
taneously with the shot,Col, Dickecss and 
Wilson rose from the table, and the as- 
4es3in with two other men, all white, 
with knives ‘aud pistols in their bande, 
rushed into the room, puttivg out the 
light, and firing at Diekens and Wilson. 
iney fired fifteen or sixteen shots in ail, 
and Dickens receiving one of them, 
crawled out of the room while they were 
atill firing. Humphries also managed to 
get out, and one of them made his way 
co m neighbor’s, where the alarm was 
given. 

In the course of an hour the neighbors 
returned and a horrible sight was pre- 
sented to their gaz2. In Lie yard, some 

twenty or thirty pacee from the door 
was foucd the dead body of Nancy, tie 
colored woman. In the house Wilson 
was found dead, rfdveled with eight shots, 

and cut nearly to pieces, biceding from 

ao less than five ghastly Wouads from a 
bowie knife—thirteen wounds ino sli. 

Humphries was found desperately 
wounded cy a singie ball through the 
breast; Col. Dickers’ wounds are siigit, 
though he ma&de &@ DAIrOW escape. | 

Tine assaseins after coneummating their. 
mourderous work, went to searching ior 
plunder, and rifled the eockets of both 

Wilson and Nancy. The pocket-bock of 
the latter was found near her, on ihe 
ground. Her trunk was broken open 

and rified, and Col. D’ckens reports that 

a Vaiuable gold watch and one hundred 

dollars in money, which she nad in 
eharge for him, Were taken by them. 

Wilson is also known to have had on his 
rsou when shot $200 in currency, which 

they got. ‘I'wo horses were taken from 
the stabie, and, it issupposed, ridden off, 
but about five miles from the house they 
were turned’ loose, and were brought 
back by a boy yesterday morning. 

The neighbors scoured the couutry im- 
mediately, but were unsbie tu overtake 
the murderers, or to gain any inivrme- 
tion in regard jo them. As scon as it 
was light word was sent tothecity, and 
Drs. Lynch asd Taylor started out to 
the aid of the wounded, aud Coroner 
Samoleon and Sheriff Curry. to investi- 
gate the affair. These officers 
iast evening late, and reported the affair 
in accordance with the above facts. 

At the inquest nothing that would in 
apy Manner serve as a clue to the detec- 
tion of the murderers wasaiduced. Co'!. 

Dickens and Humphries, both, say that 
they would not even know the men 

again were they to see them. 

Colonel Dickens being an old and 

well known citizen, the report went 
through the city yesterday morning like 
wiid-ftire, and soon the most exsggerated 
rumors were ia circulation, not only as 
to the affair jitseif but as fw the causcs 
which led thereto, These rumors, being 
mere epeculations, we will not repeat. 
An unfortunate difficulty, which occur- 
red in the Cbaneery Conrt room come 
weeks ago, end an intricate lawsuit, 
which has been pending a lorg time 
and has created a great deai of bitter- 
nessand bad blood vetween Coil. Dick- 
ens, his son, Dr. Sam. Dickens, and 
a Captain Patt«icon, and others, about 
the affairs of Wade, Boiton & Patterson, 
has been connected with the affair and 
freely mentioned asthe cause. This, we 
understand, Colone! Dickens says, uicst 
emphatically, is not the case.

812.000 Worth of Properiy De-

The property holders met at the hal) 
of the Chamber of Commerce last night, 
and completed their organization by 
tlecting R. C. Brinkley president. Judge 
lL. V. Dixon vice-president, Jno. B. Rob-

urer. The appointment of committees 
was postponed to give the president time 
to select persons who can devote tne 
necessary time to the duties required. 
 I¢ was determined that when the 
Committee on A buses is appointed, they 
be instructed to at once proceed to in- 
‘vestigate the public bond matter, and 
learn what abuses have been practiced 
by public officials. 

A resolution was passe] instructing the 
Abuse Committee to find cut the facts 
connected with the sale of ithe million of 
bonds of tbe city, issued to fund the float- 
ing debt, and take the advice of competent 
lawyers to ascertain whether they can 
establish fraud in fact or in law, and if 
so, whether the city can secure anything 
for the same, either in law or equity, 
from the parties who sold or bought said 
bonds, The committee is to be ap- 
pointed by the Dvresident, and 
names announced in all the city psepers 
on Tuesday morning next. : 

Suggestions were made to appoint a 
special committee to investigate the 
bond business, but Judge Dixon thought 
it wouid obstruct the altainment of the 
desired object; and he also thought it 
would be be best not to take action until 
large meeting could be obtained. 
attributed the paucity of the numbers 
present tothe fact that impediments had 
already been too many for the good uf 
the association. 

Col. Bingh@m said the remark of Mr. 
Dixon led himto iafer that there was

The New Novel—The Laughing 
Man. 


Thesanouncement of a new novel by 
the celebrated author of “ Les Miser- 
ables,” gives interest to anything relat- 
ing to him. The first instalments of 
his new novel, “ L’Homme qui rit’’— 
The Laughing Man—have already been 
received in New York, and the transla- 
tion is already under way at the hands 
of the translators. 

Victor-Marie Hugo was born at Besan- 
con in Franche Comte, on the twenty- 
sixth of February, 1802; or, as the 
register records it, in the Republican 
style, Septidi Ventose, year X. His 
father was an officer of Napoleon, his 
mother, a Vendean and a royalist of the 
deepest. dye. In his childhood, Victor 
enjoyed—or suffered—an .exceptionably 
extensive practice of travel. When six 
months old he performed the journey 
from Besancon to Marseiles, which in 
those days was no trifle, and afterward 
accompanied his parents in frequent 

- migrations betwéen the islands of Corsica 
and Elba. : | 

Like all cultivated Frenchmen of the 
time, Victor took to writing verses, and 
when little more than a child, gave 
decided evidence for genius for what, 
with most, was but a fashionable amuse- 
ment. Naturally enough, his earlier 
writings were passionately royalist, and 
some of them, which were published, 
had the honor to win the praise of Louis 
XVIII. 

His early literary attempts were 
chiefly lyrical pieces, with two uncouth 
and extravagrant romance, “Bug Jargel’’ 
and “Hans of Iceland; but he now 
turned his attention to dramatic poetry. 
and of “Cromwell,” which was never 
acted, but found many admirers, and the 
interdiction of ‘“ Marion de Lorme”’ by 
the ministry, he saw in the character of 

_Louis XIII. a covert satire upon Charles 

X., he produced his “ Hernani.’”’ Th 
appearance of this tradegy created an 
excitement, anda vehement display of 
partisanship, which are to us hardly 
conceivable, even after taking into ac- 
count the issues which were supposed to 
be staked on its success. 

Of Victor Hugo’s marriage, it is said 
that before Adele Youcher and Victor 
Hugo were born they were affianced. 
The day M. Foucher was married, Major 
Hugo, who had not long been married, 
filled aglass at the dinner-table, and 
holding it out to his friend, said: “ Have 
a girl, I will have a boy, and we will 
marry them to each other. I drink to 
the health of their household.” Their 
parents were opposed to their marriage, 
on the ground of their youth and 

verty, but they were married in 1821. 

hey lived very happily together, de- 
spite their poverty. One may find the 
history of their lives in “Odes et 
Ballades.”” 

Poets have often been accused of be- 
ing bad husbands ; time and agaiu mat- 
rimony has been declared no state for 
them. The lives of Marie Foucher and 
Victor Hugo disprove these assertions. 

“ Aernani’’ was successful, and the 
Romanticists triumphant. M. Hugo's 
next t work was “ Notre Dame de 
Paris,” an extravagant, and in many 


respects revolting, but powerful romance, 


occupying toward narrative fiction the 
same place that ‘“ Hernani’’ held toward 
the drama—the extreme left of Roman- 
tictam. Much hostility was evinced to- 
ward this new book; but the enemy’s 
phalanx had been broken, and the book 
met with extraordinary success. 
Three dramas, “Le Rois’amuse,”’ 
“ Lucretia Borgia,’ and “ Angelo,” next 
appeared in succession ; all having the 
same beauties and the same blemishes. 
At various intervals he had also given to 
the public collections of lyric poems, 
“Les Orientales,” “ Chants du Crepus-. 
cule,” “Les Rayons et Les Ombres,”’ 
and others, nearly all of rare beauty, all 
ef which were received with deseryed en- 
thusiasm. 

In 1849, he was chosen President of 
the Peace Congress. 

.In December, 1851, came the coup 
d'etat of Louis Napoleon, and as a matter 
of course Victor Hugo’s name was on 
the list of the proscribed. In 1852, he 
was banished from France. 

Mme. Hugo followed her hustiand to 


~ Brussels and to Guernsey, when he was 


exiled, where her death was recently re- 
ported. 

The same _— appeared his farhous 
pamphlet, “ Napoleon le Petit,” a ter- 
rible recital of the crimes by which the 
Emperor had received absolute power, 
and a withering denunciation of the 
criminal. The capital defect of this 
extraordinary invective is, that it is too 
passionate—too furious. At times his 

seems alinost to rise into frenzy. 

‘rom his exile, in which he persists 
in remaining, nothwithstanding the 
Emperor's amnesty, he has given to 
the world some volumes of 8, and 
in 1862, his novels, called “ Les Miser- 
ables.”

The Roman Catholic Church. 


A Catholic statistical publication in 
England gives the following figures con- 
'cerning the Roman Catholic Church: 
|The total number of bishoprics is 1094. 
Of these, 132 are archbishoprics and 
657 bishoprics of * the Latin: Rite,” and 
7 archbishopries and 63 bishoprics of 
of “the Oriental HRite.’. The latter in- 
cludes Armenian, Greco- Roumaie, Greco- 


Ruthenian,Greco-Melchite, Syro-Maron- 
| ite, Grreco- Bulgarian, Syriac, and Syro- 
Chaldaic prelates. The sees of bishops 
partibus infidelium number 229; and the 
whole Christian world which acknowl- 
edges Rome as “ the mother and mistress 
of all churches” is divided into 12 pa- 
triarchates, 177 archbishuprics, and 904 
bishoprics in ordinary. At present one 
patriarchate, 9 archbishoprics. and 102 
bishoprics in ordinary are returned as 
“vacant,” and thus reducing the effec- 
tive episcopal strength of the Roman 
Church militant to 982 prelates in esse. 

The theoretic number of the “ Sacred 
College’ _of Cardinals is but at 
present there are 11 “ vacant hats ;’’ so 
that the actual number of Cardinals is 
only 59. Out of these, six are “ Cardi- 
nal Priests,’ and eight * Cardinal Dea- 
cons.’ The senior * Cardinal Bishop ”’ 
(Marius Matter), and the senior “ Car- 
dinal Priest” (Philip de Angelis) were 
born in the same year with the present 
Pope. The senior “ Carnidal Deacon” 
(James Antonelli) was born in 1806. 
The youngest Cardinal is Prince Lucien 
Bonaparte, who was born in November, 
1828; he holds the title of St. Puden- 
ziana, by which Archbishop Wiseman 
was elevated to that dignity... It further 
appears that out of the Sacred College 
there are now living twelve Cardinals 
created by Pope Gregory XVI., and 
that the other 47 have been either cre- 
ated or reserved tn pettv by the present 
Pope. Highty-five members of the Col- 
lege have died during the Pontificate of 
Pio Nono, ot whom 37 were raised to 
that dignity by himself.
